The Bay of San Francisco terminates, 
to the north, in three principal branches— 
a western, middle, and eastern—rnnning up 
fine valleys, with a good town in each, called 
Petaluma, Sonoma, and Napa. Of these 
Petaluma is the largest and most stirring, 
though Napa is a wortby rival of it in 
every enterprise. The vast farming region 
back of the former including much of Marin 
and four fifths of Sonoma County, gives it an 
amount of business which, if not cut off by 
railroads, must always make it the first of 
towns north of the Bay. Its position is 
one easily accessible, healthy, and of fine 
surrounding scenery, especially on the east, 
where a high mountain range, beautifully 
worn, up and down its grassy sides into 
varied ridges, covered with wild oats to its 
summit and dotted with trees, rises im its 
grandeur two thousand feet, extending north 
and south some fifteen miles. Against this 
noble mountain We have watched the clouds 
gather in beauty, enlarging and widening 
till the whole upper portions were envel- 
oped in their fleecy folds, indicative of cool 
weather in summer, but of fierce rain storms 
in winter. 

The place ‘has been steadily improving 
during the past year, with many new build- 
ings and much better graded streets, and

price.

From Petaluma—tothe east—some four- 
teen miles is Sonoma, a fine, rich valley, 
running back not far into the hills, and set- 
tled mostly by wine growers and, southern 
sympathizers; their religion Methodist 
South and Cumberland Presbyterians. 

But another fourteen miles brings one 
into a large fine region of country, called 
Napa Valley, extending away to the north, 
gradually narrowing for forty miles, bet ween 
high, romantic mountains, being one of the 
most beautiful valleys in the State. 

In the southern part, at the bead of nav- 
igation, is situated the well built town of 
Napa, enjoying all the business advantages 
with Petaluma, except that the farming 
section back of it is not so extensive. 

The Presbyterian and Methodist are the 
principal churches, both flourishing; the 
first favored in securing the services of 
Rev. R. Wylie, late of Corvallis, Oregon, 
who is greatly esteemed as an able and sym- 
pathizing pastor. 

The Methodists have, in eainméction with 
their church, a large and prosperous Acad- 
emy, superintended by Rev. Mr. Turner. 
The Baptists have not been ina flour- 
ishing condition for some years, but now, 
having secured the services of a minister, 
they are hoping for increased Christian 
efficiency and usefulness. : 

‘ The Episcopalians have no rector now, 
and have no regular worship, though pos- 


| sessing a fair church building. 
A railroad-runs from the town to a point” 


at the head of deep water navigation, five 
miles south, wliere a steamboat connects 
them daily with San Francisco, the same 
as at Petaluma. These roads are both de- 
signed to be extended back into the country, 
to reach the rich farming region of the 
Russian River. The face of the country 
is vastly more favorable for the Petaluma 
road, but the road from Napa is a practica- 
ble one, and, if possible, we should like to 
stimulate the rivalry on those two roads to 
insure the quickest possible construction of 
one or both of them. Whichever one is 
first built will possess an immense advan- 
tage over its rival.

TreRRIFIC TORNADO IN Nevapa Coun-

Rancid Butter for Cooking. 


_.. Many persons sneer at. the common no- 
tion that butter too rancid to be eaten raw 
upon bread may be used without objection 
‘in cooking; but this notion, like many other 
popular ideas, is more in aecordance with 
the truth of the matter than the imperfect 
knowledge which ridicules it. 
fats, are compounds of acids with 
- ‘glycerine. Butter is a mixture of several. 
fats, and one of them, constituting, however, 
only a small portion of its mass, is buty- 
_ Yine—this a compound of. butyric acid with 
glycerine. Butyrine, like other fat, is a 
neutral: substance; but when it is decom- 
posed—in other words, when the butyric | 
acid is separated from the glycerine with 
“which it is combined—we then have the 
two substances, the acid and the glycerine, 
exhibiting each its peculiar properties. 
Butyric isa very powerful acid, caustic and 
sour, and having that peculiar strong odor 
which is characteristic of rancid butter. 
One of the early steps in the decay of but- 
ter is the decomposition of the butyrine, 
which is made manifest by the odor of the 
butyric acid set free, and by the sour and 
bitter taste of this acid. ie 
Now, at a temperature of 315 degrees, 
butyric acid is evaporated, hence it is only 
necessary to raise the temperature of the 
butter to this point in order to drive off the 
acid which makes it rancid, and to leave 
the remainder perfectly sweet. If rancid 
butter is mixed in cake, a portion of the 
butyric acid will be absorbed by the water 
in the cake, and it may not be all expelled 
by the beat in baking; but if the butter is 
used for frying in an open pan, it is pretty 


evaporated. With a knowledge of thé prop- 
erties of butyric acid, a skillful cook ought 
to be able to use rancid butter in such ways 
as to retain none of the rancidity in the 
cooked articles. | 


Keeping Sweet Potatoes for Seed 


I have tried various ways to keep over 
the sweet potatoes till spring for seed, such 
as packing in sand, saw-dust, oats, etc., and 
always failed: and among the many articles 
published in the agricultural papers lately 
on the subject I see none recommend the 
plan I have adopted, which, I think, if prop- 
erly carried out, willbe a success. Every 
time, at least, it. has been so with me. I 
dig the potatoes as soon as the frost kills. 
the tops, and sun them several days,to have 
them, perfectly. dry, covering them nights. 
Have on from the join- 
ers’ shop, or the chips from a planing mill. 
These I sun also until perfectly dry ; a boot 
box is of convenient size ; any box not too 
Jarge will answers Put in a light layer of 
shavings and then a layer of potatoes, just 
as near together as may be without having 
them touch one another. Then a layer of 
shavings, and so on uatil the box is full. 
Put on a cover with some cracks in it for 
ventilation, and keep the box in a dry cham- 
ber till the weather gets quite cool, and 
then remove to the kitchen, so near to the 
fire that it may be constantly warm, say 
from 50 to 70 degrees by the thermometer. 
Do not unpack them until wanted.— Rural 
New Yorker.
